EW YORK newspapers report that at 

the recent hotel exposition a vote was 

taken to decide what is the national 

dish of the United States. Chicken won 

out as our characteristic food; turkey was 

second: and pork and beans third. Corn beef 

and cabbage, which at first had much support, 
ran behind. 

Formerly chicken and turkey were regarded 


as something of a luxury which ordinary 


people could not afford. This has been par- 
ticularly true of turkey, owing to the diffi- 
culties encountered in raising that noble bird. 
But as time has gone on and people spend 
money freely, the supplying of turkey for 
market has become a tremendous industry. 
The chicken dinner at least is a common 
feature in millions of homes. 

A census of American habits 25 years ago 
might have made corned beef the national 
dish.. When cooked with cabbage and other 
vegetables it produced a melange dear to the 
hearts of the old-timers. 

Corned beef sandwiches were the staple food 
of picnics and thin slices placed between two 
well buttered portions of home made bread 
created a provender that lingers long in 
memory. A multitude of families ate corned 
beef day aftereday without tiring of it. Also 
a great deal of the hard work of the country 
is still based on the honest and substantial 
pork dinner. 

People’s tastes have become somewhat more 
fastidious. Some object to the old-fashioned 
corned beef and boiled dinner, because of the 
way the vegetables scent up a house or because 
their flavors get merged into each other in 
the kettle. Nevertheless, and although the 
use of the more delicate meats from the poul- 
try yard has made big progress, the American 
people still make beef, pork and lamb, with 
the various breads, the foundation of their 
diet. Our folks are extravagant, as is evi- 
deneed when they pay so high for choice cuts 


of meat. But they do not as a rule eall for 

costly novelties or fancy cooking stunts.—

Why Juries Fail 

RIMINOLOGISTS everywhere are at- 
tempting to analyze many recent fail- 

ures to convict murderers. Juries in 

some of the most notorious homicide 
cases in American history have refused to con- 
viet the defendants, even when practically 
ordered to do so by the court. 

What is the reason for this growing practice 
among modern juries? 

Agitation has brought out many theories, 
but ‘none of them appear to be satisfactory. 
Courts confess themselves at sea on the prob- 
lem and trained prosecutors have reached the 
point where they are ready to admit that it 
is practically impossible to get a first-degree 
verdict, particularly against a woman de- 
fendant. 

The suggestion is offered by one observer 
of murder trials, and it is well worth serious 
conseideration by public officials, that most 
human beings’ shrink from a strict ‘interpre- 
tution of the Mosaic law—an eye for an eye— 
and would welcome a change from capital 
punishment to life sentence for murderers. 

As the matter now stands juries do not 
convict, in the opinion of this observer, simply 
because many object to taking human life, 
even as a punishment for murder. And there 
is no likelihood that as civilization proeeeds 
they ever will, because civilization is at least 
outwardly softening—Bakersfield Californian.

The 
Interstate Cornmerce Commission has been conducting this 
valuation for nine years, and the following elements are consid- 
ered: Cost of reproduction in the years 1913 to 1916. cost of 
reproduction less depreciation, original cost, other values and 
elements of value. Stocks and bonds or’earning capacity have 
not been considered. 


From all the data available the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has found— 


Valuation of all the railways in 1920 . $18,900,000,000 


Net capitalization of all the railways 
December 31, 1919.......... 16,939,515,522 


Value above capitalization........$ 1,960,484,478 


Otherwise stated, the value of the railroads is TWO BILLION 
DOLLARS in excess of the net face of all stocks and bonds. If 
present day unit prices had been used, the excess would be far 
greater. 


This should dispose of the question of ‘watered stocks.” 


But recently reference has been made to the ‘valuation that 
the railroads have succeeded in putting over on the Interstate 
Commerce Commission."" The valuation work on the Santa Fe 
is nearly completed and we know that we have not “put any- 
thing over’ on the Interstate Commerce Commission. On the 
contrary, we believe that the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has been over-strict in its rules and methods of valuation, and 
that as a consequence it has greatly undervalued our railroad. 


When the work is completed, no “‘water’’ will be found in 
Santa Fe stock.

| « 
|there was elected on the board of 
jdirectors for the following year Mr. 
Wm. Rohrig and Mr. L. E. Moser, 
President and Vice-President, respec- 
tively, of the board of directors for 
the past five years. Mr. Rohrig has 
ved on the board continually dur- 
ing the past twelve years, and Mr. 
Moser every year but one. 
{ During the fourteenth year, 1910- 
the Apex brand was adopted and 
still in use by the association. 
The season of 1911-12, according to 
‘the report of the manager, was the 
hardest year ever experienced with 
‘rozen fruit up to that time. 

The following season, however, 
1912-18, proved the most disastrous 
the standpoint of frozen fruit 
that the industry had ever exper- 
ienced up to that time, or since. 
Estimates indicated shipments 
through the association in excess of 
1100 cars. There were 131 cars 
shipped, 12 percent of the estimated 
crop: 

Shipments for the season of 1913- 
!4 for the first time were in excess 
of 1000 cars, 1084 cars being ship- 
‘ped. Averages for the season were 
lower than usual on account of the 
large crop. 

During the season of 1914-15 ship- 
ments were made for the first time 
from the branch house on 19th Street, 
and it was during this year that all 
fruit was washed for the first time 
and the cost of washing being con- 
sidered a regular packing expense 
instead of being charged direct to 
the growers whose fruit was washed. 

For the season of 1915-16 facilities 
were provided for loading cars on 
the Pacific Electric Railway. 

There were 12623 cars shipped dur- 
ing the season of 1916-17, which ex- 
ceeded by 20 percent the shipments 
of any other season before or since, 
and the returns to. growers was 
greater by almost $267,000 than any 
previous season. The season was 
marked by various unfavorable con- 
ditions, such as labor shortage, the 
scarcity of box material and paper, 
and a serious dropping of fruit which 
commeticed in April and lasted 
throughout May and into June. The 
supply of cars at times was _ inter- 
mittent. 

Several days of extremely hot 
weather during June, 1917, destroy-

Jed a very large percentage of the 


1917-18 crop, there being only 86 
cars of Navels and 65 cars of Val- 
encias of that year’s crop shipped. 
The 1918-19 crop was a most dif- 
ficult one ‘to handle on account of 
frost conditions caused by cold 
weather early in January and the 
surplus of large sizes. Twelve per- 
cent of the Navels were shipped un- 
der other than our regular brands 
and there was 46 percent of 126’s 
and large. During that year the Val- 
encia crop was .the largest ever ship-

of the crop being greatly under-estim- 
ated, a car shortage the last few 
months of the season, and the scarc- 
ity of box material because of the 
lack of cars to ship it, shipments of 
this variety did not end until De- 
cember 16th. For the first time the 
members received over one million 
dollars for a season’s crop, the re- 
turns being $1,104,317.88 for the fiscal 
year. Including the $143,470.99 paid 
for Valencias shipped after the be- 
ginning of the 1919-20 fiscal year, and 
deducting $71,246.10 for fruit ship- 
ped of the previous year’s crop, the 
returns to members for the season's 
crop amounted to $1,176,542.77, 

During that year the branch house 
on the 19th Street organized as a 
separate association. Also during 
that year twenty houses were erected 
at 18th Street and Campus Avenue 
for the housing of pickers. 

On account of the lightness of the 
1919-20 Navel crop, which was ma- 
terially reduced by an electrical wind 
during November, the fruit ran to 
extremely large sizes, over 73 per- 
cent being 126’s and larger. The 
Valencia crop of that year was prob- 
ibly the poorest quality of any fruit 
ever shipped by the association, it 
vaving a shriveled, dead appearance, 
which was, more than likely, caused 
hy the electrical wind. There was a 
railroad strike during April and pick- 
ing was stopped for about ten days. 
A serious car shortage prevailed af- 
ter the strike. the market became 
mveh stronger and as a result bet- 
tev returns were received. The first 
automobile truck was purchased dur- 
ine that year. 

Sizes for the season of 1920-21:ran 
heavy to small, dire¢tly opposite to 
the sizes of the two previpus years. 
For the first time in the history of 
the association the crop was mark- 
ed with a season pool for each var- 
jety. Two additional automobile 
trucks were purchased, making three 
which the association owns. The 
ending of the fiscal year was chang- 
ed to October 31st, instead of Aug- 
ust 81st, to conform with the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange fiscal 
year, 

Season 1921-1922 

With an estimated crop of approxt- 
mately 1000 cars for the season of 
1921-22, and fruit which looked like 
it would be of good quality, although 
of smaller size than usual, a satis- 
factory year was being looked for- 
ward to. However, as is noted in 
the review of the previous twenty- 
four years of the history of the as- 
sociation, a crop is never marketed 
until it is loaded on the cars, the 
seasor proved to be one of the most 
lisastrous on record, the season 
1912-13 being the one exception. 

The first injury to the crop oc- 
jcurred early in December, when a 
severe wind storm not enly blew off 
considerable fruit, but damaged the 
|fruit remaining on the trees, as well 
as the trees themselves, With horr- 
teous rains and the possibility of a 
cold spell being almost unthought of, 
one of the worst cold spells ever ex- 
by the citrus industry oc- 


of 


perion en 


curred on the nights of January 19th, | 
20th and 21st, followed about a week | 
later by another but not as severe 
cold snap. 


Early in the morning following the 
first cold night, the manager, feeling | 
that considerable damage had been | 
done to the fruit, ordered two water | 
separators, the first to be ordered. 
During the next few days the manu- | 
ifacturers of these machines were! 
swamped with orders. 

immediately following the cold spell 
meetings of shippers and’ growers 
were held in the various districts, 
including a general meeting held in 
noe Angeles, and practically: every- 
one agreed not to ship any fruit un- 
til the extent of the damage could 
ascertained. This was the only 
practical thing that could be done 
as there was at that time too much 
fruit arriving in the markets, prices 
were declining and the shipment of 
any quantity of fruit immediately af- 
ter the cold spell could have only 
ended disastrously for the growers. 
There was plenty of fruit rolling to 
supply the trade until shipments were 
resumed again in about two weeks, 
and practically all shippers endeav- 
ored to market only fruit which came 
up to the regulations as to what 
was considered merchantable. 

Shipments and Returns 

Fruit from some of the groves had 
been sufficiently protected by orchard 
heating to allgw it to be packed un- 
der our regtilar brands, and there 
were a few groves that were not 
heated where there was very little 
if any damage. 

Fruit which showed too much 
frost injury to be packed under our 
regular brands, but came within the 
regulations, were packed under other 
brands, the grading being done in 
the same manner as the non-injured 
fruit. 

Beginning Mareh 5th, fruit which 
did not come within the regulations 
was run through the water separat- 
ors, these machines being operated 
as nearly as possible the full twenty- 
four hours every day the balance of 
the Navel season. 

We endeavored to pack all the 
fruit possible and were up to the 
limit of tolerance most of the time, 
and on e few occasions it was nec- 
fn to renack fruit that was over 


be 


he limit. Our fruit was inspected 
at least once. and sometimes two or 
three times a day by a federal in- 
spector. We were assisted material- 
ly, in ovr work by representatives 
of the Field Department of the Ex- 
change, who also checked us up to 
see that we did not encroach upon 
the regulations in regard to the Sun- 
kist trademark. 

In reviewing the history of the as- 
sociation for the twenty-five years 
since its organization, it is apparent 
that certain problems and difficulties 
have been encountered since the be- 
ginning. .The question of pooling has 
never been solved to the satisfaction 
of everyone, for any length of time. 
There have been time pools, month- 
ly pools, two-week pools, percentage 
pools and season pools, and each in 
turn have not been entirely. satis- 
factory to everyone, and it is im- 
probable that any System of pooling 
will ever be eyolved that will be. 

The past two seasons we have had 
a season pool for each variety. Dur- 
ing the past season there has been 
some criticism that the members 
were not given the opportunity — to 
pick earlier, although for several 
vears shipments have not been made 
until the fruit came up to the ma- 
turity standard of 8 to 1. 

The past season fruit came up to 
this test about ten days before the 
cold weather, but we did not com- 
mence shipping at that time because 
of market conditions. Arrangements 
had been made to start picking on 
the morning after the first cold night, 
but were not carried out as it was 
‘ertain that considerable damage had 
been done. 

Fruit of the present season has col- 
ored much earlier than usual, and 
as there was an inclination on the 
part of some of the members to 
ship fruit early if possible, a Chris‘- 
mas pool was opened by the board 
of directors, which closed on the 6th 
inst. Two cars were shipped in this 
neol. As the fruit did not test 8 
to 1, being picked on the color stand- 
ard, and was packed under non-Sun- 
kist brands, the returns are problem- 
atical, coming in competition as it 
will with the more mature fruit from 
Northern California packed under the 
Sunkist trademark, and which the 
trade will naturally prefer. It will 
also come in competition with Flor- 
ida fruit. which is of good eating 
quality at this time of the year. 

The board of directors and the 
management feel that a season pool 
‘or each variety is the most desire 
a’ le. However, as there are quite 
a few who wish to ship before it 
would seem advisable to open the 
season pool, it will probably be ad- 
visable and necessary, as some of 
the members will insist upon it, to 
open a pool from the present time 
up to the opening of the season pool. 

This feeling of early shipments is 
quite general among the citrus grow- 
ers in all districts, and as there will 
undoubtedly be heavy shipments of 
early fruit, throwing as it will a 
large amount of immature fruit upon 
the markets, the probability of sat- 
isfactory returns on early shipments 
is questionable. These early ship- 
ments will materially affect prices 
for some time to come as the con- 
sumers will not be properly impress- 
ed with the eating quality of Cali- 
fornia oranges. 

‘Among the difficulties encountered 
by the members of this association, 
in the twenty-five years of, its exist- 
ence, the most serious have been the 
damage to fruit and orchards by 
wind storms and cold weather, and 
there has been more or less damage 
by these elemants in quite a large | 
ipercentage of the years. 

While the losses caused by 
conditions at the time always 
great, and sometimes prove disas- 
trous to the individval, yet in real- 
\ity they have been the salvation 
ithe industry. If the planting of 
‘citrus orchards had not been greatly 
reduced, and at times practically | 
stopped, there would have in time,| 
not already, been so much fruit | 
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to market that the returns would 
not have paid for the cost of pro- 
bait "gor and the real citrus districts, 

ch as is embraced by our own 
asebciatice, would have suffered with 
ihe rest. Crop failures occur at 
times in all lines of agriculture, and 
we will have in the future, as we 
have had in the past, these same 
conditions to contend with. The 
citrus growers of this district, how- 
ever, from past experiences, should 
have the feeling that their orchards 
are located in a territory that is 
second to none in California.

Ordinance No. 188 


AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING THE 
BUILDING OF OPEN FIRES WITHIN 
THE FIRE LIMITS OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND. 


The Board of Trustees of the. City of 
Upland do ordain as follows: 


Section 1, No person shall start, build, 
or maintain any open fire or burn any 
trash, paper, or other combustible material 
in any street, alley, yard, or open place 
within the fire limits of the City of 
Upland, without first obtaining from the 
Chief of the Fire Department of said 
City a permit so to do. 


Section 2. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor ‘and, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be subject 
to a fine of not exceeding One Hundred 
Dollars (#100), or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding sixty days or 
by both, such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the Court. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take 
effect and be in force from and after 
thirty days after the duie of its adoption.
